Princess Anastasia of Greece, for- 


merly Jlrs. William B. .Leeds, died in 
London on Wednesday, afer being: in 
a critical condition for some days. 
She was well known in Newport. 
With her husband, William B. .Leeds, 
known as the "Tin Plate King," she 
spent several summers here, having 
purchased the former Fred Vander- 
tilt residence, "Rough Point." Mr. 
Leeds died several years ago, and his 
widow had not occupied the Newport 
estate since his death. 


Mr. Leeds left a large fortune, es- 


timated at some $40,000,000, practi- 
cally all of which went to the widow. 
After his death she spent most of 
"ier time abroad, and was a great fa- 
vorite with Europear. royalty. In 1920 
she was married to Prince Christopher 
of Greece, son of the late King George 
aod brother of King George 11. She 
had not been ir. the best of health for 
tome time.

.Now wo IIHVO perfected a system ot 
distributing red-hot rivets by .coin- 
pressed air through a llerlblo metallic 
hose. 


Tills new apparatus consists of a 


compressed olr gun and storage tank, 
In addition to the metal hose which 
lends rro:n the forge to the, elevatojv 
with this plnn the forgeiuon draws tj* 
heated rivet from the (Ire, drops It 1nt& 
a receptublo at the end of the hose, 
and hero the weight of the rivet ope&s - 
a valve that again closes automatical- 
ly. Immediately the forgeman's foot 
on a pediil applies the force of tuo 
compressed nlr, and the rivet Is shot 
through tho hose to the place where 
it Is to be used, arriving free from 
scale and without any possibility of 
accident.

Thomas TV. Miller, the alien property 
custodian, who will claim the money 
on behalf of the Federal government 
t the money Is found to be that 
which Bergdoll alleged he had hidden 
In Ma pot ot gold." 


The box containing the money waa 


dug up by Lee Houeer, a road worker, 
living at Sample's Manor, near Hag- 
erstown, 
while 
working 
on 
the 


Brownsville-Welverton Road, one of 
the highways leading from Hagers- 
town toward the vicinity of Harper's 
Ferry. 


It is alleged that while Grover and 


Erwln Bergdoll were In Hageratown 
about, |150.000 was taken to them at 
the Hotel Vivian, and later hauled in 
»n automobile by Grover to a point In 
the. mountains near tha Potomac 
river, where It Is alleged to have been 
buried 
for temporary 
safekeeping. 


Owen B. Sherley, the hotel proprietor, 
Is now credited with having stated 
that the Bergdoll! had five new va- 
lises "as heavy as lead," which they 
guarded with revolvers until they look: 
them away at night.

The work has been as dangerous as 


It has -been difficult, but has been 
greatly expedited by a device for dis- 
covering the exact position of the bars 
of gold after the boxes In which they 
were originally packed had rotte-1 
away and the wreck Itself had been 
disturbed by the explosions necessary 
to break up Its plates. The divers as 
they trod the bottom of the sea have 
been armed with a peculiar kind'of 


• spear. 
With this they prodded the 


mud and glllt ahead ot them and »s 
the spear approached the precious 
metal It acted on the same principle 
as 
the 
old-fashioned divlnlng-rod. 


WIrea from the spear were connected 
with a galvometer on the deck of tha 
Racer. It the spear touched Iron, or 
other base metal, the needle ot the 
galvometer swung left, 11 It touched 
gold it spun around to the right. It 
was then simple for those supervising 
th« diving operations to telephone the 
directions to the diver at work below 
the surface. 


The work, however, has been very 


dangerous. The divers bave had to 
operate'at a depth of ninety feet amid 
strong currents and exposed to attacks 
from huge dogfish. It takes them only 
one minute to descend, but so tremen- 
dous Is the pressure to which they are 
then subjected that they are forced to 
take from twenty to thirty minutes to 
ascend, resting ten minutes when they 
rise to get accustomed to the lessened 
pressure. The diving officer keeps 
close watch of the work ot the three 
men under him. He permits them to 
Etay at the bottom for only forty min- 
utes, as It would be Impossible for any 
human frame to stand the strain any 
longer. 


The diving officer is the first man to 


descend each morning, and he runs a 
particular risk from the strange mon- 
sters of the deep. -He'must go down 
early In order to inspect the wreck, 
which Is continually changing Us posi- 
tion, and It seems that In so doing he 
interferes with the breakfast hour ot 
the dogfish. Certain <t is that they 
are particularly fierce at 8 o'clock In 
the morning, and the diving officer is 
often obliged to make strenuous use 
ot the big knife he carries to drive 
them away. 


A quantity of sliver coins worth per- 


haps (5,000,000 were spilled all over 
the bottom. These were scraped up in 
bucket! mixed with sand and mud. 
Qangs ot sailors then went over them 
and picked the specie out.

When the monopoly of western Can- 


ada by tlio "Gentlemen Adventurers 
rudlng 
Into Hudson 
Bay"—belter 


mown to the world as the Hudson's 
Bay company—was bought from the 
company In 1SC9, an army of criminals, 
whisky smugglere, cattle rustlers and 
runmen poured In from west of the 
Missouri river. The chief stomping 
{rounds were In Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan, and their main. business 
was trading bad whisky to the Indians 
for furs. 


To cope with these men, protect the 


Indians and few white settlers, the 
premier of Canada, Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, decided on the formation of n 
tody. of guards who, as he put it, 
"would be without any gold lace." In 
JJay, 1873, the authorization of the 


al Northwest Mounted police was 


made by the house of commons. . 


Immediately 800 men were recruited 


In Hie city of Toronto, under Lieuten- 
ant Colouel French/ From there they 
traveled by trnln to Forgo, N. D. This 
was then the end of steam locomotion 
to the great Northwest. With two field 
pieces and -two mortars, this little 
army marched SCO miles from Fargo 
to Fort XlcLeod, Northwestern Terri- 
tory, near the foothills'of the Upckles, 
In Ihe very heart of the Blackfeet In- 
dian territory. 


Yet the entire western region, com- 


prising 600,000 square miles, was taken , 
over by the mounted police without a 
gun being Bred. The whole episode Is 
one of the most remarkable In the his- 
tory of the Canadian frontier. 
The 


first mounted police fort was completed 
at HcLeod In 1874. In the same year 
a detachment pressed on to the coun- 
try o£ the Wood Cree and Asslnlbotoe 
Indians, and established a post at Fort 
Edmonton, 400 miles to the north. In 
1876 Inspector Brlsbots built a fort 
where the city of Calgary now standa. 
Reglna,-Saskntchewan, first known as 
Pile ot Bones by reason of the great 
stakes of buffalo skeletons standing 
there In the early days, was made the 
Headquarters. Tlegtna retained the sit- 
uation as headquarters until after the 
war, when the headquarters was moved 
lo Ottawa. 


Shortly following the massacre of' 


General Cnster in 1876, at the battle 
of the LUtle Big Horn, by the Sioux 
chief, Sitting Boll, the chief entered 
Canada with several hundred braves 
and attempted to stir the Canadian In- 
dians to war. 


Only the tad, diplomacy and that 


self-reliant bravery by which one man 
marches on nud sways to his will a 
great number of men. as the mounted 
police did at this time and on hun- 
dreds of other occasions, prevented 
one 
of those terrible Indian, .wars

years. In 182"2 an act ft parliament 
wus passed in England which provided 
for o punishment for the "ill treat- 
ment cf cattle," and the act was Intro- 
duced by a man named Rlcluird Mar- 


tin, 
who was called "Humanity Mar- 


tin" becauso of his Introduction and 
support of this law. 
Naturally the 


puseugo of the bill brought a great 
deal of oppotlllon. 


The opponents wanted to know why 


the punishment should not be Inflicted 
for boiling lobsters and eating live 
oysters. Martin not only passed.the 
law, but was the first complainant un-c 
der It. He found a driver who was 
mercilessly beating a donkey. 
Tho 


poor anliiml was dragged Into court, 
and very much to the surprise of the 
court room crowd, the driver was 
found guilty. * 


Two years after the puesage of the 


act Martin organized the "Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals." 
Queen Victoria later approved of the 
organization, and added 
the word 


"Itoyal" to the title, and Americans 
derive their own Society for tho Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals from 
this excellent example.

If a man Is naturally versa- 
tile, he always runs the risk of being 
classed as « dilettante; because be 
does ninny things, the public cannot 
conceive that he does any of them wltb 
supreme excellence.—Henry Belt in 
the London Quarterly Review.

Nuggets Does Not Always-Indi- 


cate Rich Deposit*. 


' In n rugged, out-of-the-way region on 
tha ocean side of the coast ranges, in 
Monterey county, California, gold nug- 
gets have been found of such.size as to 
suggest that this was once a favorite 
retreat of the proverbial goose that laid 
the golden eggs. 


Matter-of-fact prospectors, however, 


have sought to And the veins from 
which such masses of gold, loosened by 
the weather, were washed Into the 
stream beds. 
Their search has not 


been successful, and J. M. 11111, a Unit- 
ed States geologist of Ibe Department 
of the Interior, In a report Just pub-, 
llshed, suggests that tho nuggets came 
from rich superficial pockets In very 
small veins, and that no large and rich 
deposits are likely to be found by deep 
mining. 


The coast ranges of California, un- 


like the Sierra Nevada, are not rich In 
gold, and the occurrence of these large 
nuggets is exceptional and Illustrates 
the.fact, known to many prospectors, 
that the discovery of a few large nug- 
gots does not necessarily indicate the 
existence of a rich deposit of gold ore 
near the place.

In most lands people simply 


drink coffee, but In Brazil, es- 
pecially In the coffee districts, 
people, as well, talk coffee and 
dream coffee. The prosperity of 
the region depends altogether 
upon the yield of the coffee 
berry. 


My friend, Colonel Feraz of 


Jahu, kindly Invited my daugh- 
ter and myself to visit his fa- 
zeada or coffee farm. 


After a few miles, we seemed 


to IKS 'coming into a vast forest 
of uniform trees, about twelve 
feet high, with leaves somewhat 
resenjbllng those of 'our edible 
chestnut, and with n rather 
dense and bushy growth. 


As we entered this forest my 


friend said to me in a modest 
wny, "These arc my trees," and 
we found that as far as our eyes 
could reach, up hill and down 
dole, tills forest extended. "IIow 
many trees iinve you'r" we'asked, 
and he answered, as though 
stating n very ordinary and 
commonplace fact, "About 430,- 
000." 


In May these, trees are cov- 


ered with red berries which con- 
trast beautifully with the glossy 
green leaves, glowing like rubles 
In their dark setting. The berries 
are about the size of a Cape Cod 
cranberry, and of the snme color, 
but these are their'only resem- 
blances. Under'th'e outer husk 
of red is a sweetish pulp, and 
within that, the hard berry of 
commerce. The berries, which 
at flrst are green, turn red. and 
finally dark when they are ripe, 
until almost black. When the^ 
are ripe the berries are shaken 


' off the trees; then gathered from 


th'e: ground' by' other 'workers, 
and; poured'by the: ton Into''a 
vast coffee'mill, which, however, 
does not grind thehvbut cracks 
the hull. This Is blown away 
by a strong current of air, while 


•Vthe' imprisoned b'erries ^ drop •. to 


tHe'-bottom:a'nd-are then'sorted 
automatically'by passing over a 
perforated screen.'- 


Then',;by another set of ma-. 


chlnery, these sorted berries are 
put Into bags each />f which 
holds' 132 pounds. '• These' are 
sent by rail to the port of Santos 
or perhaps Rio da "janiero; 
whence they are shipped, Rafter 
passing through the. hands of 
many middlemen, to every'city, 
.town and village, ranch, and 
camp in North America, for Bra- 
zil has almost a monopoly of the 
world's coffee trade.—Rev. Dr. 
Francis K. Clark, in Christian 
Herald. 


Prepare Soil for

sowing of ulfalfu should begin in late 
July or early August, In the opinion 
of experts of the United States De- 
partment 
of 
Agriculture.

eastern alfalfa region from Pennsyl- 
vania south, September lsra common 
lime for fall alfalfa sowing, the diite 
varying with local conditions. To get 
the soil settled It should be plowed 
not later tiian early August. Then 
Just before seeding time it should 
be loosened>up for a depth of about 
2 Inches. If the subsurface Is not well 
piickoi) the conditions will not be 
favorable for the young alfalfa plums. 


Applying Lime. 


Alfalfa needs lime, if the soil Is 


deficient, put on ut least a tou of the 
best of air-slaked or Its equivalent in 
other pulverized forms.. This can be 
applied at plowing time or Inter, be- 
fore the first burrowing, bearing in 
jnlml that lime must be well Incor- 
porated with the soil to be effective. 


Arrange early for the seed. Domes-, 


tic-grown seed Is better than Imported, 
which Is likely to be of the Turkestan 
variety. Domestic-grown common al- 
falfa seed such as Is raised In Kansas 
or Is grown under .similar conditions 
Is advised eiccpt for the northern part 
of the Eastern states, where Qrlmm 
or some ottier hardy variety should 
be used. 


Inoculation of Soil. 


Do not forget to Inoculate the soil.

sources from which bacteria con'be ob- 
tained will be furnished by the De- 
partment of Agriculture or your state 
experiment station. Or can be obtained 
through your county agent. Do not 
try to see how little seed you can 
use and still obtain a satisfactory 
stand.

The United Srutes Department of 


Agriculture gives some figures on the 
quantities of milk that may lie fed 
to calves at different ages. At birth 
a 50-pound calf needs about 8 pounds 
a day, while H 100-|iound calf will use 
12 pounds. Uuderfei-dlnjj at the start, 
says the department, te better than 
overfeeding. Some beginners make the 
mistake of giving the culf all It wants. 
This would probably be a good prac- 
tice If the calf were fed every 2 or 3 
hours, as Is the case when It runs 
with tlie cow. However/when a young 
calf has teen without feed for from 
8 to 12 hours, there Is danger Hint It 
will gorge Itself If allowed to con- 
sume all It wants, which may cause 
digestive trouble. 


A uniform fempeniture of about 00 


degrees F. Is necessary If the milk 
Is to agree with the cnlf and produce 
the best results. Some feeders at- 
tempt to make up for any luck In 
quality of the milk by Increasing the 
quantity, For Instance, they will feed 
much more skim milk limn whole milk 
in the belief that the Increased quanti- 
ty will make up for the lack of but- 
terfat. This Is wrong, as the same 
rule about overfeeding holds good 
with skim milk as with whole milk. 


If on account of sge, souring, or dirt, 


the quality of the milk is poor, the 
quantity should be reduced 
rather 


than Increased. The calf will not lose 
so much In development through a re- 
duction in feed as .he would from di- 
gestive disorders. A calf often can 
take a relatively small quantity of bad 
milk for long periods and hold Its own 
and even make small .gains, when a 
larger portion would cause digestive 
trouble and even endanger the ani- 
mal's life.

Cost of Feed Biggest 


Item in Stock Farming 


The cost of feed Is the biggest Item 


In stock farming. To produce a cheap 
ration Is therefore one of the most im- 
portant factors In the business, and 
the stock fnnuer who wishes to be 
successful must lenra how to reduce 
his feed bill. . 


The lilfsouri experiment station re- 


cently, Issued a .bulletin on Uie cost 
of crop production, showing the cost 
of putting tip hay to be S3.38 per top- 
They'did not say whether this hay 
was put up In stnck or mow, but the 
figures indicate that modern labor- 
saving tools were used and that the 
hay was well housed either In stack or 
shed. It costs from 86 cents to $1.25 
per ton to put corn In the sl!o; thus 
we find that silage, on a ton basis, can 
be put up at from one-third to one- 
quarter the .cost of hay. Tha quality, 
of silage can be controlled, while the 
quality of: hay depends on the .weather, 


Destroying Army Worms 


by Use of Paris Green' 


The army worm [s a smooth, striped 


caterpillar about nn Inch and a quar- 
ter long ant! a quarter of an Inch In 
diameter. It Is nither dark ID ap- 
pearance. 
While normally It feeds 


by night and hides by day, not being 
generally noticed, as soon as it has 
ncreased to such numbers that Its 
ooil supply falls short it starts to 
ravel, and, becoming bolder, feeds 
luring both day and night. 


How : worms may be destroyed: If 
lie worms have not yet attacked a 
leld, the most practicable way to 
keep them out is to plow furrows In 
ront of them, throwing the furrow In 
he direction toward which they are 
raveling. The worms will' fall Into 
he furrow, and when this Is full 
1 they 


may be killed either by dragging a 
og back and forth In the furrow, or 
)y destroying the worms In holes pre- 
viously'dug at Interbals of twenty feet 
n the bottom of the furrow. Kero-~ 
sene poured on' them in the holes will 
destroy them. 
If the worms are 'al- 


ready in the field, the following mix- 
ture, whloh will attract the worms 
and destroy them, should be spread 
about. One pound of parts green (poi- 
sonous), fifty pounds of wheat bran 
and the Juice of one-half dozen or- 
anges. 


Bring thli mixture to a stiff dough 


by the nse of diluted molai&es, and 
scatter It amongst the worms. 
Care 


should be taken to keep this dough 
from children or domestic animals. 


How Trees Foretell Weather. 


-On the Herkeley estate, Gloucester- 
shire, England, are two or three elraa 
which foretell the weather each spring. 
Regular observation of the leaves has 
been kept for years, and'It has been 
found that when the color of the leaf 
has been an ordinary green, like that 
of their sisters around them, the sum- 
mer has been Invariably wet. 
Some 


years !t has come out quite white, 
and on each occasion a dry season has 
followed. This time the leaf is quite 
white, with only a law green ones 
here and there, and the Interpretation 
la, therefore, that there will be little 
wet this summer. 
Last rear April 


and early May were exceedingly dry, 
but the tree's superabundance of 
green leaves correctly foretold the 
stormy times of later Maj and the 
rest of the summer months. 


Imported Currant Worn

Now Is the time to put a stop to 


the ravages of this Insect. The most 
effective : treatment Is spraying with 
laad arsenate at the rate of two or 
three tablespoonfuls to a gallon 'of 
water. Lead arsenate has the desir- 
able quality of adhering to the leaves 
for n long time and retaining Its 
strength throughout that time. For 
these reasons It is much preferred to 
white hellebore, the old fashioned 
currant worm-remedy.

Raspberry Cane-Borer Is 


Cause of'Great Damage 


The raspberry has several Insects 


and discuses that reduce the .crop 
very greatly. The cane-borer is one 
that works so quietly that It la not 
usually noticed by the novice. The 
adult beetles feed on the leaves and 
do some damage In this way. 


The most damage Is caused by the 


young worms feeding Just under tire 
bark and .causing the-cane to form 
a gall. Later the worau go Inside and 
bore Into the pith where they remain 
over winter. When spring opens they 
change to adults. 


Spraying does not control them. 


The best method of control is to ex- 
amlne the canes In the early spring 
and cul out close to the ground those 
that are found infected. These are 
readily found on account of the galls 
and swellings. 


The Infested canes must be burned 


before the beetles come out. 
Dump- 


ing them in a brush pile only keeps 
the beetles front finding new shoots 
for a short time. Itumlng Is the best 
remedy.

Why the Human Eye Is Able to Per- 


cleve and Classify the Various 


Hues and Shades.

This question Is answered by Dr. 


William Oslwulil, German chemist, In- 
ventor of a new classification of . 
color, who estimates that thero are 
about 5,500,000 known, colors." 


Light, which travels In waves at a 


speed of 183,000 miles a second, pro- 
duces and really Is color. 
The eyo 


Is sensitive to waves of lengths be- 
tween .00001 anil .00003 centimeters; 
anything below tho one limit or above 
the other Is Invisible. 
. Within these limits waves of all 
lengths are found, each affecting the 
eye differently. Light of n given wave 
length produces n given color sensa- 
tion. The. spectrum has been divided 
Into sis principal sections, red, orange, 
yellow, green, blue and violet. When 
sunlight strikes a body all these 
colors are present. 


If the body Is highly polished, like 


a mirror, It will reflect back all the 
waves so that the body (or mirror) 
will bo practically the same color as 
the sun Itself. 
If the body absorbs • 


some of the waves nnd reflects others, 
we see only those waves which are 
reflected, as Is the cose of a green 
wal»t.

' Thus If a body Is green we know 
that the orange, red, yellow', violet 
and blue have been absorbed and the 
green reflected. If all the light'falling 
on a body Is absorbed,-'the,resultant 
"color" Is black or gray. Black and 
white have been known as "no colors," 
for the one does not reflect any color, 
and the other consists of and reflects 
all colors..
